Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1951,  the  first  complete  year  in  which  I  have  had  the  honour  to  hold  the 
post  of  your  Port  Medical  Officer. 

The  report  has  been  drawn  up  in  the  same  framework  as  those  of  recent  years. 

The  fact  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  largest  riparian  Authority 
on  the  River  Tees  is  also  Port  Medical  Officer  has  continued  to  result  in  easy  co¬ 
operation  for  the  defence  of  the  people  of  Tees-side  against  the  importation  of  infectious 
disease  or  contaminated  or  harmful  food  or  other  imports. 

The  Medical,  Inspectorial  and  Clerical  Staff  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 
remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

During  this  year  we  have  had,  as  before,  most  ready  co-operation  and  help 
at  all  times  from  the  Harbourmaster  and  his  Department,  the  Superintendent  of 
Customs  and  the  Customs  Officers,  the  ship  owners  and  their  agents  and  the  Masters 
and  personnel  of  the  ships  with  which  we  have  had  to  deal.  A  very  happy  atmosphere 
pervades  the  Port. 

On  two  occasions  only  have  we  had  to  complain  that  an  instruction  or  a 
suggestion  given  has  failed  to  obtain  prompt  compliance,  and  on  one  occasion  prose¬ 
cution  had  to  be  initiated  with  the  result  that  the  offending  Master  was  fined.  In 
one  more  case  a  prosecution  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  pending.  But  when  one  con¬ 
trasts  these  two  isolated  cases  with  the  ready  co-operation  and  courtesy  we  receive 
in  hundreds  of  others,  they  dwindle  into  insignificance. 

My  Medical  colleagues  have  carried  out  their  duties  with  zeal  and  to  my  satis¬ 
faction,  and  Chief  Inspector  Jones  and  Inspectors  Richards  and  English  have  main¬ 
tained  their  high  standard  of  previous  years.  By  their  tact  and  courtesy  and  their 
understanding  of  ships  and  shipping,  they  have  helped  to  build  up  a  very  happy 
relationship  where  friendly  suggestion  is  the  rule  of  the  day  rather  than  official  order. 

The  Rodent  Officers  and  the  Coxswain  and  Deck  Hand  of  the  Launch  Mercie 
II  have  faithfully  discharged  their  duties. 

We  have  also  had  great  help  from  the  Port  Health  Authorities  of  other  rivers 
and  great  Ports  and  the  very  invaluable  exchange  of  information  that  constantly 
goes  on  between  us  greatly  aids  our  work. 

The  hospitals,  particularly  West  Lane  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  cases 
have  been  most  helpful  in  taking  in  cases  at  our  request  or  at  the  request  of  doctors 
attending  the  ships  and  the  Ambulance  Service  has  been  prompt  in  the  removal  of 
such  cases. 
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The  Cleveland  Hospital  Management  Committee  at  West  Lane  Hospital 
have  continued  to  afford  us  facilities  for  the  disinfection  of  linen  or  infected  goods. 

It  was  with  pleasure  that  we  escorted  a  number  of  members  of  the  Committee 
when  they  were  kind  enough  to  come  and  inspect  the  Port  and  our  work  therein  in 
person.  We  hope  that  they  will  frequently  do  that  as  the  more  interested  they  are  in 
the  practical  work  of  the  Port  the  more  are  we  encouraged. 

Lastly,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  I  should  like  to  thank  you  for  your 
kindness  and  support  throughout  the  year.

(VII).  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Consignments  of  foodstuffs  have  been  systematically  examined  during  the 
year.  These  consisted  of  : — Fruit,  vegetables,  wheat,  tea,  sugar,  syrup,  canned  meats, 
cooking  fats,  desiccated  coconut,  biscuits,  sago  flour,  tapioca,  strawberry  pulp,  dried 
peas  and  general  groceries.  All  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

(1) .  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public  Health  (Imported 
Food)  Regulations,  1937,  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Milk)  Regulations,  1926  and 
the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-1940. 

(2) .  Shell  Fish.  In  1932,  the  River  Tees  Port  Health  Authority  made  Regulations 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  prohibiting  the  sale  or  offering  for  sale  any  mussels, 
cockles,  periwinkles,  or  other  shell  fish  taken  from  within  the  district  unless  and  until 
such  shellfish  have  been  re-laid  for  such  a  period  as  may  be  directed. 

There  are  no  beds  laid  in  the  Tees  Estuary.  The  River  Police  keep  the  collect¬ 
ing  of  shell  fish  from  the  banks  of  the  river  under  observation.  All  shell  fish  in  the 
area  are  liable  to  pollution. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  (Shell  fish) 
Regulations,  1934,  or  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

(3) .  Three  samples  of  strawberry  pulp  which  was  imported  from  Holland  were 
submitted  for  analysis.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  added  preservative 
was  well  within  the  prescribed  limits. 

Eighteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  water  boats  supplying  vessels 
with  drinking  water.
